Respectfully I submit the following. 

I was bom and raised in bush Alaska. I have been in Law Enforcement for 19+ years, 17+ with the Alaska 
State Troopers, which makes me one of the old guys. I have spent 14 years working in the Bush, my 
locations have been Anchorage, Kotzebue, Soldotna, Glennallen, Kotzebue and Unalakleet 

The Academy seems like a lifetime ago as I enter the later part of my career. As I look back over my 
career one of the things that stands out is the change in our place in the "hierarchy" of departments in the 
State. At one point we stood out as the premier organization, as far as employment package and 
personnel. We no longer standout in those respects. 

As I recall the last few years we have been "blessed" with a 3% Increase in our wages each year! Before 
I could ceiebrate those increases, I was reminded that my "state housing" bill jumped 3% to coinclde with 
my "raise". That sure put allot of "extra"money into my pocket So forgive me when I look very cynically 
at the 3/3/3 and then 4/3/3 numbers the DOA presehted to PSEA at the last meeting. 

1 have read alot about comparing AST and APD and yes thelr employment package is better, yes they 
have taken several of our troops and continue to do that. In my opinlon it Is like comparing apples and 
oranges. While we do many things similar to them, they don't do many things similar to us. At the 
beginning of my career I worked along side of them in Anchorage. When they needed back up, they got a 
half dozen or more cars/officers. Out here in the bush there usually is not back up. I don't recall the last 
time a APD officer switched to AST, that speaks volumes. 

We struggle to fiil vacancies statewide and specifically in the bush. With the current contract proposals 
offered by the DOA, you will never get those vacancies filled. I would compare this to swimming up a 
waterfall, it ain't going to happen. 

Being a "career" bush trooper I want to point out a few of the costs all residents of the bush deal with. 
Gas $5.00 a gallon, a gallon of milk for $8.00, a dozen eggs for $4.00 and so on. Agafn these are costs 
jail residents out here deal with. The dfTerehceJs that I am dpjng a jpb out here that no one else wants to 
do can do or is willing to do. Someone once gave me a story of "Sheepdogs", it talks about soclety being 
Sheep, Wolves and Sheepdogs, well i am a Sheepdog. When the shots are fired, I am the one running 
towards the shots, while everyone else is running away. I often wonder what it would be like to have a job 
that did not require a ballistic vest and a gun on my waist, I along with all the Troopers and other Law 
Enforcement officers put our life on the line everyday. When all the Sheepdogs are gone who will protect 
the Sheep? 

Please make a decision to make sure there are Sheepdogs and that the compensation is worth rlsking 
their lives everyday. The decision is yours to make.

Islands Reserve to provlde expanded fishing opportunities for rts members. (The area they want to add to the 
reservation woutd run from the Southern point of Annette Island, south about 35-40 miles to the International 
Border of Canada and Alaska) This proposal will involve conflict with commercial and sport fishermen in 
Southeast Alaska waters, as weil as with a petition for annexation of land and water to the Ketohikan Gateway 
Borough. It would also constitute a taking of State property (the waters and submerged lands) for which 
compensation must be paid. Any expanded fishing opportunities for Metlakatia residents in the area of water they 
are seeking would come directly from other Alaskans currently participating in the state's commercial and sport 
fisheries.

Minnesota' s Republican govemor, TimPawlentv. carefully prepared his plan for controlling 
greenhouse gas emissions to present it at the annual winter meeting of governors in Washington. That 
effort coincided with Pawlenty's fast-rising prospects to become Sen. John M c ^ ai ' n ' H choice for vice 
president. But behind closed doors, governors from energy-producing states complained so vigorously 
that Pawlenty's proposal was buried. 

Pawlenty's position as chairman of the National Go vernors Association may prove to be his undoing. 
While party insiders sing his praises as ideal to be McCain's running mate, leading conservative 
Republican governors have been less than pleased with him. Pawlenty has collaborated with Ihe 
association's Democratic vice chairman, Pennsyjvan ia Gov. Edw ard G. Rendell. on a fat economic 
stimulus package as well as the energy proposal. 

Hours after Pawlenty's energy plan was derailed, McCain himself was privately urged by GOP 
governors not to appear to be anti-coal or anti-oil. The upshot of a busy Saturday at the J.W. Marriott 
Hotel downtown was that Pawlenty carae across as somebody considerably different from what 
McCain needs to calm conservatives. He left the nation's capital as a less attractive vice presidential 
possibility than he was when he arrived. 

Pawlenty, 47, has long been talked about as a good fit for the 71-year-oId McCain. He is the most 
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conservative Minnesota govemor since Theodore "Tightwad Ted" Christianson in the 1920s. Elected to 
two terms (albeit narrowly) in a slightly blue state, Pawlenty is seen by supporters as a plus for McCain 
in the Democratic Upper Midwest if added to the ticket. 

He gets high grades from conservative fanciers of Republican horse flesh, such as Kari Rove. Ken 
Mefrlrpan and Pawlenty's fellow Minnesotan, Vin Weber. Anti-tax activist Grover Norguist approves 
of Pawlenty's record, save for one hike in cigarette taxes. The censorious Hato Tnstjfyte gave him a C 
for fiscal responsibility in his first term (compared with its grade of F for Mike Huckabee of Arkansas) . 

Pawlenty has largely avoided the fate of other Republicans who were elected govemor on a 
conservative platform and then fell prey in office to the lure of spending projects and concomitant tax 
increases. But he has become entwined in the National Governors Association's buddy system by 
serving as its chairman. That allied him with Rendell and put him at odds with conservative 
Republicans. Govs. Haley Barbour of Mississipp i. Mitch Daniels ofMana and Mark Sanford of 
South Carolina were not happy when Pawlenty and Rendell proposed an NGA-sponsored sweetening 
of the Bush administration's stimulus package of $6 bilhon in federal Medicaid funding and $6 billion 
in flexible block grants. 

As co-chairman of the association's energy committee (with Kansas Gov. Kathleen Sebelius. who gave 
the Democratic response to President Bush 's State of the Union address this year), Pawlenty proposed 
state goals for reducing carbon dioxide emissions. But at a "governors-onry" session that opened the 
meeting on Saturday, Pawlenty encountered adamant opposition. Barbour led the way for governors 
from energy-producing states, including Republican Rick Perry of Texas and Democrat Steve Beshear 
of Kentucky . The issue of greenhouse gases was "set aside," Pawlenty told me, "because we realized 
there was no consensus." 

McCain, who has co-sponsored a global warming bill with his friend and supporter Sea Joseph 
T.ieberman (I-Conn.), got more of the same over dinner with Republican governors that night. They 
made clear that energy was a major issue and that they hoped McCain would be sensitive to energy 
producers. By all accounts, the prospective presidential nominee was receptive. 

That same day, the Wall Street Journal ran a column by Minneapolis-St Paul talk show host Jasop 
Lewis critiquing Pawlenty's record - including renewable energy mandates -- astoo liberal for him to 
be McCain's vice president. "If you look at my record as a whole," Pawlenty told me Sunday, 'T would 
be astonished if I was not considered conservative." As for Lewis's remarks, "He doesnt think I'm 
conservative because I'm a proponent of elean energy, and, from my standpoint, we've got a national 
security issue." 

"We loved Ronald Reagan. but he made some compromises along the way," Pawlenty said, adding, 
"We don't have a big enough party to be thiowing people overboard." Presumably, that also means coal 
and oil interests.

Subject: Public Safety 

I have been in law enforcement in Alaska forfourteen years. I have worked in Bethel, Homer, Soldotna 
and I am currently stationed in Delta Junction. When i was hired by the Alaska State Troopers from a 
municipal agency over ten years ago, the job of an Alaska State Trooper was highly sought after. Many 
officers left smaller agencies to go to work for the State Troopers. Over the last ten years the cost of 
living has skyrocketed. Housing, Utilities, food and basic necessities have doubled and fuel is at an all 
time high. During that same time frame, the wage and benefits for the Alaska State Troopers has been 
nearly stagnant while other municipalities have done a much better job of keeping up with the cost of 
living and supporting their employees. In the last five years, I have seen just the opposite in 
employment. Troopers, too many to count at this point, have moved on to other departments in Alaska 
or got out of law enforcement all together. At one time, the Alaska State Troopers were one of the top 
law enforcement agencies in the nation and the premier law enforcement agency in the state. Not so 
anymore. Not even close. The State Troopers have fifty plus vacancies that will likely never be filled due 
to the inability to attract and retain new Troopers. As a supervisor for a small Trooper post, I have one 
of those vacancies. It was filled for two months In the last two years. The remalning Troopers end up 
working hundreds of hours of overtime each to compensate for the vacancy . We don't have a choice. 

Let's leave APD out of the picture. Ft. Greely, which is right next door to Delta Junction, has a police 
department. A one-year officer with that department makes as much as a five-year State Trooper in 
Delta. Not to mention better insurance, benefits, scheduling and backup. Do they want to work for the 
State Troopers? No. Even the new officers from out-of-state know the State Troopers are on a sinking 
ship. As I struggle to keep the Troopers I have working, I hear comments that top admfnistrators from 
the Governor on down don't care about taw enforcement and if they are not happy with their jobs, they 
can go find new jobs. I do like my job, btit I am certainly disappolnted in our support from the top. I 
remember not too long ago when the former Governor gave the State Commissloners a thirty plus 
percent raise to "attract and retain" qualitymembers and to pay Ifs State Commissloners comparable to 
other states. If finances are that tough for the State of Alaska, which they are not, maybe they should 
give that healthy raise back. Right now, you have the opportunity to support your State Troopers and 
adequately fund the Department 6f Public Safety. Make it possibfe for the State Troopers to "attract and 
retain" quality applicants who have a desire to protect the cttizens of the finest state in the nation, Alaska.

Ted Stevens to reveal reguests for. earmarks

WASHINGTON, D. c. - U.S. Sen. Ted Stevens says he will begin later this week to poet all of 
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the earmark requests his office has received from local communities and the state. 

The move comes in response to calls from some national Republicans for greater 
transparency in the federal budget process and, specif ically, criticism from Gov. Sarah 
Palin of the congressional delegation' s use of earmarks to send millions of dollars home 
annually. 

"There is some allegation that Senator Stevens pulls these requests out bf thin air during 
the appropriation process,' said Aaron Saunders, spokesman for Stevens. "By posting these 
on our Web site, we'll be able to demonstrate to Alaskans exactly where these requests 
come from. " 

Stevens plans to post all of the earmark reguests he's received from state and municipal 
governments and private organizations for fiscal year 2009, Saunders said. The deadline 
for submitting earmark requests was Feb. 15. 

The delegation is concerned that there' s a disconnect between what the governor says in 
public and the funding requests that have been submitted by her administration, an Alaska 
congressional aide said on condition of anonymity because they weren't authorized to speak 
on the issue. 

The state has reguested 31 eartnarks in fiscal year 2009. Of those, 22 represent continuing 
appropriations from previous years, four have been funded intermittently in the past and 
only five requests are new. 

The state 's funding requeata are ih line with the governor 's call in December to reduce 
the. number of earmarks to no more than 10 or 12, excluding ongoing appropriations and 
earmarks for the Alaska National. Guard, said John Katz, the governor's Washington 
spokesman. 

»We have reduced the total number of earmark requests from 54 last year to 31," Katz said. 
«The total amount of money reguested has gone down from $550 million to less than $200 
million. " 

Katz met with Stevens on Monday morning to assure the senator that the state supported 
efforts to shine more light on the earmark process and that the governor was not trying to 
pick a fight with the delegation. 

"I don't see any problem with Sen.. Stevens posting the state's earmark reguests, " Katz 
said. "We believe they all pass: muBter in terms of the criteria set forth by the 
congressional delegation and the Buah administration. 

"in each instance, there's a strong. federal nexus, citizen support and reliance on an open 
and transparent process, " Katz said. "in addition, we've included state matching funds 
whereever possible. " 

In an interview here on Saturday, Palin said the state's congressional delegation needed 
to change with the times and signif icantly curb their use of congressional earmarks. 

"We can either put our heads in the sand and ignore the reforms that are coming or we can 
be proactive and get Alaska in a pbsition to be more productive, contributing more and 
become less reliant on the federal government , " Palin said. 

The comments hit a nerve with Alaska* e senior senator, who is renown for his ability to 
direct federal dollars back to the state through the earmark process. 

Stevens also a Republican, ranked second in the Senate in the number of earmarks he 
salted into spending bills ih. 2007. According to the nonprofit budget watchdog group 
Taxpayers for Common Sense, Stevens snagged $389 million in earmarks for projects back 
home. 

Critics of earmarks say the process is rife for abuse by powerful lawraakers who can direct 
federal spending to pet projects with little or no oversight. 

Stevens has repeatedly defended the use of earmarks, though, arguing that they give 
Congress more say over how federal dollars are spent. 
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."The important thing to consider is that each of these requesta come from a borough, city, 
community or local organization, " Saunders said. 

Stevens supports efforts to make the budget process more transparent and has agreed to 
adhere to new rules adopted in the Senate requiring both the sponsor and beneficiary to be 
listed on each earmark, Saunders said. 

"The appropriation process is not dbne in a smoke-f illed room in the dead of night," 
Saunders said. "There's a process and these bills are vetted over several months." 

Katz said the governor is not against the use of earmarks as long as they meet certain 
standards . 

"She understands Congress' respbnsibility to appropriate funds, and earmarking is part of 
that responsibility, " Katz said. 

Stevens has repeatedly warned. the state that earmarking is on the decline and that 
important inf rastructure projects will reguire greater share from the state in the future. 

"Stevens has gone before the Legislature for years telling them that federal support is 
going to slow down and that there has to be more support from the state," Saunders said. 
"It's clear that the state is finally getting the message." 

President Bush warned Congress las t month that he would veto appropriation bills that 
exceed his $988 billion budget reguest for non-military spending for fiscal year 2009 and 
for cutting the number of earmarks in half . 

He also issued an order to federal agencies directing them to ignore earmarks in the 
reports that accompany spending bills, which are not legally binding. Instead, to be 
funded an earmark would have to be included in the language of the appropriation bill, 
which requires a vote by the f uli committee. 

On Tuesday, South Carolina Republican Sen. Jim DeMint said he plans to offer an amendment 
in the upcoming Senate budget resolution that would establish a year-long moratorium on 
earmarks .

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In his ruling dated February 28, 2008, Judge Blankenship concluded that, "Lieutenant 
Governor Parnell vas correct in refusing to certify 07WATR because it is an appropriation. 
The lieutenant governor' s certif ication of 07WTR3 ae a regulatory measure was correct." 



Lieutenant Governor Parnell commented on Thursday' s ruling, stating that, "It's important 
to get certainty and finality on these significant water and mining issues. Though the 
decision will likely be appealed, it brings us one step closer to an Alaska Supreme Court 
decision on whether the initiative is the proper route for deciding these issues or 
whether that is the Legislature ' s exclusive domain." 



If this decision is appealed as expected to the Alaska Supreme Court, it will most likely 
be consolidated with the lieutenant governor' s appeal of a aeparate Superior Court 
decision ruling in favor of the initiative sponsors.
